Questions as to various places the witness 
had lived during his married live were ob- 
jected to. It was offered toshow that Mr. 
Campbell had been ‘‘hounded about’’ and 


so persecuted that it was nota wonder that 
the child had not been cared for, but the

The evidence was finaily admitted. Dr. 
Campbell said they left Stoddard street be- 
cause his house was so dirty that persons 
who were torent the upper floor refused to 
live there. Removals were made to Cook 
avenue and Olive street. The second re- 
moval was to get board, as before Dr. 
Campbell was compelled to get his own and 
his wife’s meals while she read novels. 

Effort was madetoshow that Dr. Camp- 
bell moved away from Olive street because 
he did not pay his board. He claimed it 
was because he wanted a clean bed. He 
moved to Franklin avenue where he opened 
anjofice. He was in partnership with Dr. 
Jacobs, but did not live with him. 

LIFE’S NECESSITIES AND LUXURIES. 

The Campbells were married Christmas, 
1889 and Mrs. Campbell left Dr. Campbell, 
Aug. 7, 1891.

AN AMERICAN LOAN. 


No Credence Placed in the Rumor From 
Berlin. 


WALL STREET, Dec. 1.—A market reporter 
interviewed several of the leading financial 
authorities of Wall street this morning re- 
garding the Berlin dispatch to the effect that 
a rumor was current on the Bourse of 
that city that an American 30% per cent 10,- 
000,000 sterling loan was impending. The re- 
port is not credited in the street. Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan said he did not know that 
the United States Government had authority 
to make sucha loan. Mr. August Belmont 
remarked that there was no power to make a 
loan of this nature. At the offices of Baring, 
Magoun & Co., Brown Bros., and the Selig- 
mans, notbing was known of any pending 
bond issue by this Government. The Acting 
United States Sub-Treasurer sald: 

‘*This merely is a renewal of the report 
current in London last fall, and it has prob- 
ably just reached Berlin, and is brought up 
again by reason ofthe presence of Assistant 
United States Treasurer Conrad N. Jordan 
in London. I do not believe there is any 
foundation for the report, and 1 know that 
Dr. Jordan went abroad purely on private 
business.

It Caused Carnot to Contemplate Re- 
signing the Presidency. - 


PaRIS, Dec. I.—As predicted in yesterday’s 
cable to the Post-DISPATCH M. Spullen failed 
toforma Ministry. The rock upon which 
his proposed Cabinet went to pleces was the 
selection of M. Constans. To Constans 
President Carnot bears a strong an- 
tipathy, and the impression prevails 
that he would resign rather than 
see his enemy in the Cabinet. M. Raynals’ 
refusal to accept a portfolio if Constans was 
included in the Ministry was wholly dueto 
the influence of Carnot. To the same infiu- 
ence is due M. Cassimir-Perier’s reconsidera- 
tion of his declination and final acceptance 
of the offer to become Premier and make up 
a new Ministry. He is President of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, M. Floquet’s successor and 
tles belongs to an illustrious family. His 
grandfather was the well-known Minister of 
Louis Philippe, and his father a diplomatist 
and subsequently a Minister of the Interior 
under Thiers. The third in the line was born 
in Paris on Nov. 8, 1847, and signalized his 
early years by brilliancy in literature and 
historical studies. When the Franco-Prus- 
sian war broke out he entered the Garde 
Mobile of the Aube, and was with his com- 
pany during the siege, winning a special 
notice ana the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
by his bravery. 

He was private secretary of his father, the 
Minister of the Interior, who, in order to as- 
sist hfs son in public life, resigned his 
position as General Councillor of Aube. In 
July, 1874, young Casimir-Perier was elected 
to succeed him. At the general election of 
Feb. 20, 1876, he was elected without opposi- 
tion to the Chamber of Deputies by the 
arrondissement of Nogent-sur-Seine. 

He put himself on record atthe two re- 
unions of the Left Center and the Republi- 
can Left, and was one ofthe 363 who, after 
after the act of May 16, 1877, refused a vote of 
confidence to the De Broglie Ministry. He 
was re-elected and, in the Republican 


Oabinet formed on Dec. 14, 1877, he took the 
the post of Under Secretary of State in the 
Department of Public Worship and Fine Arts 
of which M. Bardoux was chief. He hel 
this position until Dufaure withdrew on Jan. 
sr, 189. Three months later he left the Left 
Center and joined the Re pubtican Left. 

In February, 1983, he created surprise by 
suddenly resigning his seat as a Deputy on 
on the und that circumstances had pre- 
cluded him from reconciling his family du- 
ties with the conduct dictated by his repub- 
lican convictions. This was({the course he 
took at the time of the passage of the bili 
authorizing ithe expulsion of the Orleans 
Princes. Inthe following month, however, 
he returned to the Chamber, being elected 
for [Nogent-sur-Seine ds a {candidate of the 
Left Center, his defeated opponent being a 
Radical. ’ 

In November of the same year he was ap- 
pointed Under Secretary for War, an office 
which was created especlallx for him. This 
position he resigned early in January, 1885, 
when Gen. Campenon withdrew from the 
Ministry of War in consequence of the Cabi- 
net disagreements over the Tonquin affair.

The Rumor That President Peixoto 
Had Been Assassinated. 


Busily Engaged in Reparing Danger- 
ous Breaches in the Forts, 


MELLO HAS SAILED WITH A PART OF 
HIS FLEET. 


Will Cruise About, Intercept and Give 
Battle to Such cf the Government’s 
New Vessels as Attempt to Approach 
Rio de Janeiro— Desperate Fighting 
About the Harbor—Mello’s Flagship 
Badly Damaged— The Destroyer. 


Lonpown, Dec. 1.—A dispatch received to- 
day says that there is no truth in the report 
that President Pelxoto of Brazil has been as- 
sassinated. 

The dispatch adds that President Peixoto 
to-day was engaged in repairing dangerous 
breaches made in the forts and in the works 
thrown up ashore. 

The dispatch confirms the report that Ad- 
miral de Mello has left Kio de Janeiro with a 
portion of his fleet in order to intercept the 
vessels which President Peixoto has pur- 
chased. 

It is sald also that there is some desperate 
fighting between the rebel ships and the 
forts at the entrance of the harbor, which 
still remain loyalto the Government. The 
fire of the forts, chief of which is Fort Santa 
Cruz, was so well directed that the rebel 
ships had much difficulty in crossing the bar 
and only did so after Admiral de Mello’s 
flagship had been severely damaged. 

After leaving Rio de Janeiro, the rebel 
Admiral was seen to steam away in a south- 
erly direction, but there are people who be- 
lieve that this may have only been a ruse and 
that the course of Admiral Mello may have 
been changed as soon as he was out of 
sight ofland. This is all the more likely, 
as the Admiral had previous to his departure 
announced his intention of putting to sea in 
order to intercept the vessels comingto the 
assistance or President Peixoto. 

The Admiral is reported to be in no way 
scared by the reported power of the dyna- 
mite gun mounted on board one of the ves- 
gels fitted out in New York harbor, as it is 
said that the range Of that gun is limited to 
about a mile. 

The Admiral has taken with hima number 
of fast steam launches, which it is under- 
stood, will be used in the battle 
which is expected to take place be- 
tween the vessels on their way to Rio 


de Janeiro and the rebel squadron. 

Admiral de Mello is seid to be much more 
concerned about the fast torpedo boats pur- 
chased at Ebling, Germany, than he is 
abaut the two vessels ftted out in New York, 
which are looked apes as being little more 
than experimental playthings, which are 
not likely to do any damage to the rebel ships 
unless they manage to approach the latter 
unawares, 


THR DESTROYER. 

New YorxK, Dec. 1.—The Ericcson boat 
Destroyer will have a trial to-day and to- 
morrow or Sunday morning, and will start 
on her long journey to Brazilian waters in 
tow of a vessel, which will carry 
on her decks the Yarrow torpedo 
boat. The Destroyer took a short 
spin yesterday to test her engines and steer- 
ing gear in anticipation of to-day’s trial run. 
In the preliminary spurtthe jets were ex- 
perimented with. This is an appliance 
which ejects water either from 
the port or starboard quarter and is 
desighed to maneuver the boat rapidly 
when it is desired to get her out of range. 
One test made yesterday with this hydraulic 
steering apparatus showed its effective 
ness. Without causing the doat to 
move backward or forward the jets forced 
her stern to and fro us if it were moved 


by some unseen giant hand. This apparatus 
is controlled and operated from the small 
turret in which the gun is placed and aids 
in securing rapid aim. The vessel which 
will tow the Destroyer has been char- 
tered and is prepared to receive the 
Yarrow boat on her deck. It is now an- 
nounced that the Destroyer will be taken 
only as far south asthe West Indies by the 
towin vessel, and will then 
turne over to the Nictheroy, 

will tow her the rest of the 
tance. Approaching the Brazilian ports 
she will be manned, supplied with ammunl- 
tion and turned loose on her own account. 
She will, however, remain in company with 
the Nichteroy as long as possible, using the 
dynamite crulser as a base of supplies.

NEW Lokk, Dec. 1.—The Madison Square 
Bank Directors, who have been indicted, 
were formally arraigned this morning be- 
fore Recorder Smythe in the Court of 
General Sessions to plead and have a 
day fixed tor their trial.

The Train Passed Over His Lifeless Re- 
mains Only. 


EVIDENCE INDICATING THAT THE MAN 
WAS FOULLY MURDERED. 


Developments in the Case of the Russian 
Miner Who Was Believed to 
Have Been Killed by a Van 
dalia Train at Collinsville—Had 
Quarreled With Some of His Fellow 
Workmen and Had Been Asked to Re- 
new the Fight—An Unsatisfactory Cor- 
oner’s Inquest. 


COLLINSVILLE, III., Dec, 1.—The horribly 
mangled remains found by the side of the 
Vandalia track near the depot here Wednes- 
day morning have been identified as those 
of Mike Wasches, a Russian miner, and he is 
generally believed to have been the victim of 
foul play. Wasches came here from the old 
country just a few months ago on Invitation 
of John Martance, another Russian, who 
works in the No. 8 mine of the Consolidated 
Coal Co. at this place, and who secured 
similar employment for Wasches as soon as 
he arrived in Collinsville. He boarded at 
Martance’s house, near the mill pond, and 
worked regularly every day until last Tues- 
day. That day his pit did not work and that 
afternoon he went up town to the saloons and 
became involved in a quarrel with a fellow 
miner, named George Abokat. He went home 
to supper, and about S o’clock Abokat called 
at Martance’s house with two other miners, 
named Frank Glotse and Marchese Zither- 
boyes, and invited him out to fnish 
the fight. He accepted and the crowd 
went down to No. 3 boarding 
honse which is run by Tony Ginzall on the 
top of a high bluff known as Piety Hill over- 
looking mine No. 3 and the depot. 

WASCHES BOUGHT BEER. 

Here more beer was drank and more fan 
was poked at Wasches. They puta chain 
around his neck and told him he looked 
like he did in the old country where he was 
a Squire. Then they made him buy a ke Sof 
beer. When he refused to buy another keg one 
offthe revellers dressed up likea policeman

The body had evidently been struck by the 
limited mail, which dashes through Collins- 
ville at lightning speed about midnight. No 
one knew whose the body was, and

morning, however, Duncan happened to 
walk furt her up the track and twenty yards 
from where the body was first found he 
picked upa big butcher knife with a long 
well worn blade. He turned his find over 
to Squire O. ＋.

un BLACKBURN WILL ATTEMPT THE 
NEEDED REFORMATION, 


The Committee on Rules Has Taken No 


Action During the Recess, (but It Is} 


Promised the Question Will Be 
Brought Up and Settled Early in the 
‘Regular Session—Hornblower and the 
Supreme Bench—Washington Affairs. 


Wasnincron, D. C., Dec. 1.—If certain 
Senators make good their promises there 
will be a decided and earnest effort at the 
approaching regular session to amend the 
rules of the Senate so as to in a measure pre- 
vont resort to dilatory tactics and to provide 
for a closing of debate. The delay.in the 
passage of the silver repeal bill had the ef- 
fect, incidental to most conflicts of great 
length in the Senate, of arousing a number 
of Senators to the importance of a 
change which will place in the hands of the 
Senate the power to bring any issue to 
a close at a (definite time and to 
make the majority the judge of the proper 
limitation of debate upon any subject. Sena- 
tor Blackburn, Chairman of the Committee 
on Rules, became so impressed with the im- 
portance ofa reform of this character that 
towards the close of the extra session he 
asked authority, which was granted, for his 
committee to sit for the purpose of consider- 
ing the question, withthe view of suggest- 
ing a course of action to the Senate. The 
committee has held no meetings during the 
congressional recess, but it is promised that 
the subject will be taken in hand at an early 
date after the convening of Congress, as 
Mr. Blackburn has announced his intention 
of faking up the question at as early a date 

8 practicable. 

The committee will find abundant material 
to work upon, when it meets, as there are 
before the committee no fewer than nine 
amendments looking tothe accomplishment 
ofthe end in view. Of these Senator Hill ts 
author of four, Senator Platt of two and 
Senators Voorhees, Hoar and Manderson of 
oneeach. A majority of the resolutions 
provide for a closure of debate and the 
others look to the determination of a 
quorum. 

Senator Hill displayed greater interest in 
their object during the extra session than 
others, and he and Mr. Voorhees united upon 
a form of amendment for closure, providing 
that a majority of Senators can demand a 
vote upon any bill which has been under de- 
bate in the Senate for thirty days. Others of 
Mr. Hill’s proposed amendments look to the 
maintenance of a quorum, one dy authoriz- 
lag the presiding officer to count Senators 
present who refuse to respond upon a roll call 
to termine the presence of a quorum, 

ud another by authorizing the counting of 
Senators paired and present on a vote for 
the purpose of making a quorum. de also 
seeks to prevent recourse to another method 
of delay by prohibiting Senators from raising 
the question of lack of a quorum while 
another Senator is speaking, and also by 
providing that the question of the want ofa 
quorum shall not, under any circumstances 
De raised oftener than once an hour. 

Mr. Manderson’s amendment is simply an 
amendment to Mr. Hill's proposed amend- 
ment concerning pairs. 

The amendments of Senators Platt and 
Hoar look to the closing of debate, but differ in 
time and method from Mr. Hm's suggestion 
in the same direction. Mr. Platt’s amend- 
ment provides that upon the written request 
ofa majority of Senators atany stage of de- 
bate upon any bill the Vice-President shall 
fix a date for the close of debate five days af- 
terwards, and Mr. Hoar asks that aftera bill 
shall have been under consideration for one 


day any Senator may demand the close and if

Those Opposed to the changes argue that 
the complaint would be from the opposite 
direction, andthat the country would soon 
come to have cause toapprehend more seri- 
ous consequences from hasty legislation than 
it now has from tardy action. 

If the question of the change contemplated 
should be taken into the Senate by the action 
of the committee, the country may expect to 
See one of the most animated debates ever 
witnessed in that body. It is a subject 
which has been frequently before the Senate 
and is one which never falls to arouse the 
strongest antagonismsand many personal al- 
jusions and heated word encounters between 
individuals of the contending forces. It has 
been so from 1827, when during the Twenty- 
seventh Congress, Henry Clayand Thomas 
H. Benton locked horns ov a threat of 
closure made by Clay, when Benton de- 
nounced the scheme “as an effort at gag law.

The Japanese of all classes hold an ill- bred 
child in great contempt, but the upper 
classes consider the mastering of their coun- 
try’s unpliant collection of motley codes of 
etiquette indispensable, There is in Japana 
fear, a horror, of a mother’s natural impulse 
to make the path of childhood as easy as pos- 
sible for her wee ones. And for this reason 
the sons of many noble families are brought 
up in separate establishments, where they 
and their manners are warily, continuously, 


harassingly observed and corrected at every 
turn by some trusted male friend of the 
parents, himself of noble birth. These rigidly 
reared little princes and lords have also an 
entirely separate band of retainers, who 
are expected to seem to exist 
only to do their little master’s 
slightest bidding. I noted the manner of 
this when I went up to Nikkoon the first 
train of cars that ever plerced, with seeming 
sacrilege, its dear, green, religious old 
heart. The alarming desecration, occurring 
npona popular feast-day, brought out an 
immense concourse of people of note. 
Among them was a little son of the Emperor, 
who, in a gorgeous crepe gown, was followed 
through the excited throng of on-lookers by 
a long line of his own private retainers. Six 
of these retainers—the best-built and fleetest 
of foot, the little fellow hoisted high on 
their shoulders in a brilliant gold-lacquer 
palanquin—ran or walked, according to 
quick commands given in the shrill, childish 
trebie, or in response to a sudden wave of a 
tiny hand. 


DRY THEM IN SAND. 


How the Natural Color of Flowers May Be 
Preserved. 


It is over a quarter of a century since the 
following appeared in the Gardeners’ Monthiy 
Coming back again to America after its long 
travel, it is still worth republishing. 

The following ancient method which comes 
from America as new may be worth repeat- 
ing and trying: Take very nine sand, wash it 
perfectly clean, and when dry sift it through 


a fine sieve into a pan. When the 
sand is deep enough to hold the flowers in 
an upright position, take some more sifted 
sand and carefully cover them. Aspoon is 
a good thing to take for this, asitfills in 
every chink and cranny without breaking or 
bending the leaves. hen the pan is filled 
solidly leave the flowers to dry for several 
days. It isa good plan to warm the sand in 
the oven before using it, as the flowers will 
then dry more thoroughly. In taking the 
sand o eat care must taken not to 
break the leaves, as they are now dry and 
brittle. Pansies preserved in this way will 
keep their shape and drillianey of 
color all winter, and many other flowers 
can be equally successfully treated—any- 
thing, in fact, where the full pressure of the 
sand comes on both sides of the leaf; other- 
wise they will shrivel, To fill in flowers with 
cup-like shapes it is better to lay them on 
the sand and with a small spoon il in and 
around each flower. Ferns when preserved 
in this way bave a more natural look than 
when pressed, and the maidenhair fern 
looks almost as well as when it is freshly 
gathered. 


HYGIENIC VALUE OF PERFUMES. 


Many Odors Destroy Microbes and Make 
Air Purer. 


From Meehans’ Menthly. 
Dr. Anders of Philadelphiaa few years 

ago made the Interesting discovery that the 

ozone in the atmosphere, the element which 

is the great purifier, was mainly supplied 
from blooming flowers—and for this rea- 

son blooming plants were healthful in dwell- 

ings as well as attractive. Some interesting 
experiments with the odors of flowers have 
d een made in the Old World, and it is found 
that many species of microbes are easily 
destroyed by various odors. The odor 
of coves has deen known to destroy 
these minute creatures in 25 minutes; cinna-, 
mon wil1 kill some species in twelve minutes; 
thyme, in thirty-five. in forty-five minutes 
the common wild verbena is found effective, 
while the odor of some geranium flowers has 
destroyed various forms of microbes in fifty 
minutes. The essence of cinnamon is said 
to destroy the typhoid fever microbe in 
twelve minutes, and is recorded as the most 
effective of all odors as an antiseptic. It is 
now believed that flowers which are found in 
Kgyptian mummies, were placed there more 
for their antiseptic properties, than as mere 
ornaments or slements in sentimental work.

To make the great 
run from Chicago to New York, the 964 miles 
between the two cities in twenty hours, in- 
cluding nine stops, nine engines of the heav- 
lest and latest type were required and as 
many engineers to handle them, One hun- 
dred and fifty milesisa little more than the 
average run for one of the engines, and three 
hours at the throttleisafull day’s work. 
Yes, even more than a day’s work, for he 
comes from his machine so exhausted that 
heis given forty hours in which to rest up 
for the next run. 

Running on the Exposition flyer meant 4 
speed on smooth stretches of track of from 
sixty to eighty miles an hour, and this 
means that the huge driving wheels, six and 
a half feet in dlameter, must turn four times 
in one second. Besides being constantly on 
a mental strain, the engineer had also to 
suffer bodily discomfort. As the engine 
rushes onward hot air filled with smoke and 
cinders blows back into his face with great 
force. Oftenacinder enters the eye of the 
man at the throttle, but no matter how 
much pain it causes him he can have no re- 
lief until he reaches the end of his run. The 
strongest of the ‘Exposition flyer engineers 
is almost in a state of physical collapse when 
he staggers down from his cab at the end of 
his run. 

The old signals which were formerly used 
have been found almost valueless by the men 
whorun these fast trains. The colors are 
confused and blended, so swiftly have the 
engines run by them. It has been found nec- 
essary to use such colors as are entirely dis- 
tinct and to increase the size of the lights. 

The experiment of stopping the flyer while 
at full yee in the shortest space possible 
has not been tried, but the engineers say it 
would take at least a quarter ofa mile to 
bring the train toa full stop, and the necas- 
sity of signals which cannot be mistaken is 
therefore of the utmost importance. 

All these facts have made the life of the 
engineer on the Exposition flyer one not to 
be envied, and when the trains reach their 
destinations to-day no one will be more 
pleased than the engineers, who may now 
go back to slower trains and to compara- 
tive comfort.

The ö per cent redemption tund takes 
out $12,500 to be deposited with the Govern- 
ment, Then it may issue $250,000 of notes if 
the business community finds use for them.

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A Trust-Fostering Law. 
From the New York WoRLD. 

Ifanybody has doubted that the existing 
tariff is a trust -fostering law the course of 
the stock market yesterday and the day bo- 
fore should undeceive him. 

The McKinley law gives tothe Sugar Trust 
free raw material on the one hand and a bonus 
of half a cent a pound on refined sugar on the 
other. The Wilson bill proposes to continue 
the freedom of raw material, but to take 
away one-half of the bonus on refined 
product. 

The moment the terms of the proposed bill 
became known Sugar Trust stocks tooka 
tumble and other trust securities sym- 
pathized.’’ 

The McKinley sugar schedule was framed 
expressly to enrich the sugar trust. Our ro- 
finers can convert raw sugar into refined 
cheaper than those of any other country in 
the world, and with free raw material they 
need fear no competition whatever. Yet the 
McKinley law deliberately authorizes them 
to levy a tax of half a cent a pound upon all 
the Sugar used by the people, and so impor- 
tant jg this robbery as a source of extraordi- 
nary profittothetrust that the mere pro- 
posal to reduce it by one-half causes a heavy 
decline in the stock of the bounty-fed con- 
spiracy. 

The trusts must go.

HERBERT'S REPORT. 


The Standing of the United States Navy 
at the Present Time. 


COMPARED WITH EUROPE IT MAKES A 
RESPECTABLE SHOWING. 


Since the Last Annual Message of fle 
Secretary ofthe Navy Was NM Six 
New War Vessels Have „Deen Com- 
pletéd and Nine Launaned—soms In- 
teresting Fix uA. 4 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—The annual 
report of the Secretary of the Navy was laid 
Defore the President to-day. Upon the con- 
struction ofthe new navy the report con- 
tains some valuable information. While we 
are considerably behind some of the leading 
European powers in this partichlar,our navy 
is powerful enough to command respect. 
Since the last reportsix new war vessels 
have been completed and nine launched. The 
six newly commenced vessels are the 
Monterey, 4,128 tons; Bancroft, 838 tons; 
Machias, 1,050 tons; Detroit, 2,000 tons; New 
York, 8,150 tons, and the Castine, 1,050 tons. 
The nine ships are the Columbia, 7,350 tons; 
which has been completed, and which ts now 
known as the queen of the seas, because 
of the wonderful record made in its prelim- 
inary trial; the Marblehead, 2,000 tons; the 
Olympia, 5,600 tons; the Cincinnati, 3.183 
tons; the Katahdin, 2,183 tous; the Indiana, 
10,200 tons; the Massachusetts, 10,200 fons; 
the Minneapolis, 7,359 tons, and the Oregon, 
10, 200 tons. 

To show the progress thus far made in our 
naval development, Secretary Herbert in- 
cludes in his reporta series of tables show- 
ing the naval standing of every leading 
power in the world. These tables are here 
condensed into one, the vessels unfit for war 
service being eliminated: 
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From this it will be seen that the United 
States now ranks seventh as a naval power. 
Of the present conditioh of the ships now 
being constructed Secretary Herbert sags: 
The work of construction on the coast-de- 
fense dattle-ships Indiana and Massachu- 


setts, of 10, 200 tons each, ts progressing satis- 
factorily. The former vessel is the more ad- 
vanced toward completion, and it is antici- 
pated that she will be ready for trial by June 
ofthe coming year. The coast-defense bat- 
tle-ship Oregon, of 10,200 tons, has been 
launched, and work is being pushed on her 
as rapidly as possible. 

Work on the protected cruiser Minnea polis, 
of 7,350 tons, is being rapidly pushed. The 
second-class battle-ship Maine, of 6,648 tons, 
has had a trial of her engines, and her armor 
ie now being put in place. It is expected 
that she will be ready for a sea trial in about 
six months. The work on the second-class 
bdattle-ship Texas, 6,800 tons, 13 progressin 
ae — idly as possible, and the vessel with 
probably be ready for her sea trial within 
six months.

Life, vivid and relentless in its sweep, was 
the vital element of the swift-changing and 
confusing tableau.

It was the daily painting of that strangest 
and most dramatic scene in the daily ex- 
istence of a great city, the scene of the 
quarter whereat the colossal hive discharges 
its outgoing denizens and wherefrom it 
draws its new supply of humanity.

It was the climaxandthe exaggeration of 
the hurry of life, terrifying in its grasp of 
the thousands of strangers who meet there 
for a wild moment and then separate; terri- 
fying because under it all, undefthe faces, 
the shouting, the reality of movement and 
df intense existence, there is always the un- 
dercurrent of tragedy, inseparable from 
human affairs. ‘

IS BADLY DAMAGED. 


— 


Disastrous Fire at the Haymarket 
Theater in Chicago. 


THE TOTAL LOSS IS ESTIMATED 
ABOUT $75,000. 


AT 


One of the Most Beautiful Theaters in the 
City Burned, Smoked and Drenched 
With Water—Exoited Throngs in the 
Biting Cold—Blazes Elsewhere. 


OHICAGO, Dec. 1.—The Haymarket Theater, 
at Halstead and Madison streets, caught 
fire this morning, and the flames soon gained 
such headway that small hopes of saving the 
structure were entertained, but the fire was 
eventually subdued before the structure was 
entirely destroyed. 

The building is five stories high, with a 
frontage of 250 feet on Madison street. A 
large part of the rear of the building is occu- 
pied,by the theater, but the frontage along 
the street line is used for stores. Above them 
are offices. The stores were badly damaged 
by water, much of the stocks being ruined, 
and the office portion of the building is al- 
most a total loss. 

The loss is estimated at $75,000. The foyer 
of the theater is destroyed and the interior 
smoked and drenched. 

The scenes about the burning bullding were 
only equalled by the great excitement at - 
tending the great fire of three years ago. 
Thousands gathered in the biting cold 
weather to witness the destruction of the 
West side Theater, the first one to 
attract the legitimate drama to that 
portion of the city. This theater 
narrowly escaped destruction about three 
yearsago in the West Side fire, which de- 
stroyed the Smyth Town Market, a dime 
museum and several other buildings, entall- 
ing a loss of about $2,000,000. It has been 
under the control of ths management 
of the well-known down-town Columbia 
Theater, with Will J. Davis as Manager. The 
Haymarket has been considered one of the 
most handsome play houses in the city. It 
received its name because of its proximity 
to Haymarket Square, where the great An- 
archist riots took place.

Before that he had been 
in Memphis, previous to that in England. 
He was born in Toronto, Canada, but left his 
home ten years ago. After drifting to St. 
Louis he married his present wife and settled 
down. Heoften wished to see his older brother 
George, who had been his boyhood compan- 
fon.

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MAKING WHITE PAPER. 


A Rhode Island Mechanic Has Devised a 
Meansto That End. 


From the Boston Commercial-Bulletin 

A mechanic in a mill at Providence, R. I., 
has invented a new method for whitening 
paper. An expert invited yourvorrespondent 
to go with him and see the contrivance. Here, 
near the center ofthe inventor’s room stands 
a large, square table with a woodentop. On 
this top, which is about ten feet square, are 
the various apparatus used in imparting me- 
chanically a whiter color to the paper stock 


than can be procuredin any other Way. Sul- 
— whitens anything. Every mill man 

nows this. Puta pine board in an ajr-tight 
chamber with burning sulpbur over night, 
and in the morning the yellow-colored and 
dirty-looking board will have been made as 
white as snow by the powerful fumes. The 
same 2 is applied in this new process 
of whitening low-grade paper stock, but the 
method of application is quite peculiar to the 
new process, for it does the work very thor- 
oughly. 

It used to take a month to whiten goods; 
then the time was reduced toten days. The 
big mills of the country can now bleach in a 
day and night. The inventor of the process 
sets forth the statement that he can dbleach 
the worst kind of paper stock in six hours. 
The stand upon which the machine rests is 
the top ofa dig table. To this is fixed a large 
copper chamber. A common pump is em- 
ployed with which to pump the air from the 
interior of the chamber. The goods to be 
whitened are put inside the chamber, the 
doors are secured, the pump started and then 
asfast as the air is pumped out a jet of 
bleaching compound is admitted. The re- 
moval of the air from the chamber, of course, 
means the removal of the same fromthe fiber 
ofthe paper, Hence, when the compound 
enters, there is. nothing to hinder the fumes 
from penetrating the fiber of the 
foundation. Itis done ver
